The Applicant of the above-identified application submits this reply to the restriction 
requirement set forth by the Examiner in the Office Action mailed September 8, 2003.

REMARKS 

In the Office Action, the Examiner has placed a restriction requirement on pending claims 
1 -20. The Examiner contends that the application contains claims directed to two patentably distinct 
species represented by the embodiments depicted in FIGS. 1 and 3, respectively. The Examiner has 
not specifically identified claims that the Examiner believes are directed to a particular species. 

Upon careful review of the pending claims, the Applicant has identified the following groups 
of claims:
